Their 
prepared food supplies have given 
out and they are subsisting 
upon 


raw cabbage and cracked corn. 


The mothers and children are suf- 


fering untold misery. One hears the 
old cry: "'Come into Macedonia and 
help us," but there is no help ex- 
cept from that devoted group of 
Americans of the Near East relief. 


Hundreds of oxiles drop by the 


roadside, too weak to keen up with 
the human caravan of roii^ry. They 
are joined by horses, 
mules and 


doc-', whose

The action of Illinois in pro- 


testing Jab Murry, tackle on 
the Wisconsin, team, rendering 
Murry ineligible to play in the 
Minnesota game has started 
something. 


Within 24 hours after word 


had reached Wisconsin that 
the conference eligibility com- 
mittee had ruled against Mur- 
ry Wisconsin countered with 
charges against five Illinois 
players. Following the filing 
of the charges by Wisconsin it 
was announced by Illinois ath- 
letic authorities this morning 
that two Illinois players had 
been rendered ineligible "and 
will no longer play. 


The men rendered ineligible 


today were Green, center, and 
Augur, tackle. 


Charges 
have 
also 
been 


made by Wisconsin against 
Robinson, half back, Yates, 
fullback, and it is understood 
that charges were also made 
today against Durant.

Wisconsin 
authorities 
have 


had knowledge concerning the 
five Illinois players but Rich- 
ards, not wishing to disturb 
relations with Illinois, did not 
press the charges. When Illi- 
nois took the initiative, how- 
ever, and sought to disbar 
Murry, Wisconsin acted quick- 
]y-Wisconsin still maintains 
that 


Murry is eligible. 
It is claimed 


that while Murry played in the fa- 
mous Taylorville-Carlinville g-anie 
that he violated no conference rule 
because Murry lives 
at 
Taylor- 


ville and 
received 
no money for 


playing. 
On .the other hand 
the 


Illinois players are 
said to have 


come on from the University of 
Illinois to take part in the game. 
It is also contended for Murry that

i also desire to suggest that 1 


will prepare a questionnaire lot 
the prison authorities to have fill- 
ed out at the time of the examin- 
ation of each man so that I may 
carry out a. plan I have in mind to 
see "that these men are protested in 
their 
compensation, 
vocational 


training 
and 
other 
civil rights 


"•rowing out of 
their war service 


which because of 
their incarcera- 


tion in all 
probability have been 


overlooked. 
"In the 
cases that should re- 


ceive immediate attention by trans- 
fer to the Psychiatric institute or 
some sanitarium you can report to 
me from time to time, and under 
the statutes I will issue the neces- 
sary permit for their transfer as 
your report and advice suggests. 


"I trust that the survey can bo 


commenced as 
early 
as possible 


and completed as soon as possible 
and knowing your intense interest 
in this movment I am leaving tnat 
to your own good judgment. 


"After the survey is completed 


I will then arrange through some 
department the necessary legal as 
sistance to take care of the civi 
rights involving obligations of the

Beef en Casserole—Buy lean beef, 


any of the cheaper cuts will do. Cut 
up, roll in flour, brown in-, iron .skill- 
et in hot fat, -with one onion sliced. 
Pour over this one pint water and 
let simmer two or three minutes. 
Put in covered baking dish and let 
cook slowly in moderate oven for 
three hours. One-half hour before 
serving add -white potatoes cut in 
quarters, and season well. 


Corn . and 
Tomato 
Salad—Dip 


firm, ripe tomatoes in boiling wa- 
ter, peel, hollow out center and chill. 
Cook a few ears of tender sweet 
corn, cut from cob, and mix into 
mayonnaise. A bit of sweet pepper 
may also be added. Then pour this 
dressing over the whole tomatoes. 
One ear of corn is sufficient for two 
tomatoes. 
Filled Cookies—One cup sugar, 


one-half cup shortening, one egg, 
one-half clip. milk, three and one- 
half cups flour, two teaspoons cream 
tartar, one teaspoon soda, one tea- 
spoon vanilia. Mix, roll thin, and 
shape. Place in buttered .pans. Put 
a teaspoon of the following filling 
in each place another cookie on top 
and bake. 


Filling—One cup chopped raisins 


one-half cup sugar, .one teaspoon 
flour, one-half cup siipar, one tea- 
spoon flour, one-half 
CLIP water.

Cook until thick, stirring carefully. 


Eggs in Rice Nests—When used 


for breakfast, the rice can be boil- 
ed the day before and quickly re- 
heated in the double boiler; then 
put rice in shallow baking dish, 
making little nests or cups here and 
there for as many eggs as needed, 
then break the eggs into each one 
of these "nests", season with salt 
and pepper and piece of butter, 
place in oven or underneath the 
toaster for about seven minutes. In 
cold weather a small piece of bacon 
is nice instead of the butter. 


CANNING AND PRESERVING 


Grape Jam—Stew the grapes at a 


low heat until they separate suffici- 
ently to be pressed through a col- 
ander. After they have been strain- 
ed add sugar in proportion of three- 
quarters of a pour.d. to one pound 
of fruit, and then boil for forty-five 
minutes. Stir while boiling. At the 
end of the boiling period pour the 
jam in jars and cover. 


Mint Grape Jelly—Green grapes 


are used for a jelly which many find , 
palatable. With the grapes niir.t is ! 
mixed, thus making a sharp jelly, 
excellent with meat dishes. 
After 


the-unripe grape? have been heated 
until they are soft enough to crush 
add a bunch of mint to the mass, 
which may be large or small, ac- 
cording to whether you want ' a 
stronge mint flavor- or a more deli- 
cate mint taste. The mint should 
b_e bruised and then mint and grapes 
simmered together until they are 
.so'ft enough to strain; Then put in- 
to a jelly bag and after dripping add 
•a pound of hot sugar to each pint 
of juice and boil until it jellies. This 
may' be fifteen minutes or perhaps 
less. The jelly xvill be reddish in 
tone, but if tho mint color is pre- 
ferred it may be nicely colored with 
a vegetable color liquid.

prcniB court.

been defeated in 
Philadelphia for 


the second time after full consider- 
ation and extended hearing^ on the 
ground that it would prevent prog- 
ress, destroy'and unsettle real es- 
tate values by putting the city in. a 
sort of building and

straight jacket subject to political 
manipulations and interference. • 


3. A similar ordinance prepared 


by the same Mr. Bartholomew em- 
ployed by this city, and adopted by 
the city of St. Louis has just been 
declared invalid by the 
Missouri 


supreme court. 
The language of 


thi§ court follows: 
"It imposes restrictions upon the 


use of private property that have 
no relation to the health, 
safety, 


comfort or welfare of tho inhabit- 
ants of the cityt; it is an unlawful 
'deprivation of the -use of defend- 
ants' property without 
compensa- 


tion or due process of law, a denial^ 
of the enjoyment of tho gains o" 
their industry, and that tho enact- 
ment of. the ordinance is not within 
the powers delegated to the city." 


City of St. Louis vs. Morris Ev-

The supreme court of New Jer- 


sey has just handed down a deci- 
sion to the same effect.

mew is an Iowa decision relating t 
an ordinance covering only a singl 
city block in Des Moines and shut 
ting out from it only a gasoline fill 
ing station. This single block only 
was set apart as a residential d'is 
trict with no restrictions howeve 
as to the kind of such residenc 
whether, one family, two familie 
or otherwise.

Mr. Bartholomew, the chief one is a 
Maryland case handed down shortly 
after the great Baltimore fire and 
merely limited the height of build- 
ings on account of t;he danger of 
spreading a conflagration by such 
buildings as shown in the Balti- 
more fire.

Old Guard In Minnesota 


Is Nervous 


T 


HE political manikins in Minnesota 


who jump at the beck and nod of th'e 


steel trust and other special interests 
that control the machinery of govern- 
ment in that commonwealth are again 
trying to smother Senator La Follette. 
The same interests that, unsuccessfully, 
tried to bring about the expulsion of 
Wisconsin's senior senator from the 
United States senate in 1917 are now 
seeking to prevent the- senator from 
speaking to the people of Minnesota. 


The sycophants and stool-pigeons in 


the service of the predatory interests can 
usually be depended upon to do the 
wrong thing. Even if Senator La Fol- 
lette isn't permitted to speak one word 
in the state of Minnesota, we venture 
the assertion, based on elementary mass 
psychology, that thousands of votes have 
been made for the progressive candidate, 
Mr. Shipstead, by the treatment of the 
senator by the obscure and reactionary 
pygmies who are doing the bidding of 
the higher-ups in Minnesota. The at- 
tempt of the Minnesota reactionaries to 
deny the platform to Senator La Follette 
will only serve to make votes against 
Kellogg, the standpat candidate for Unit- 
ed States senator. 


The present experience of Senator La 


Follette does not come as a surprise in 
the state of Minnesota. It was in St. 
Paul in 1917 that the conspiracy was 
hatched to wreck the senator's career. It 
was a St. Paul newspaper, controlled by 
the big 'interests in that state, that sent 
out a garbled version of the memorable 
St. Paul speech that later brought an 
apology and a retraction by the Asso- 
ciated Press. It was the Minnesota pub- 
lic safety commission, packed with men 
representing the exploiting interests of 
the northwest, that forwarded the peti- 
tion to the United States senate which 
called for the expulsion of Senator La 
Follette. Neither the Minnesota public 
safety commission nor La Follette's ene- 
mies "in the United States senate dared 
to oust the senator, much as such a pro- 
ceeding would have given them satisfac- 
tion. 


The tables, evidently, have already 


been turned on the machine politicians in 
Minnesota, 
A special dispatch to The 


Capital Times states that the St. Paul 
Auditorium, seating 8,500 people, has 
been obtained for Senator La Follette in 
lieu of the Hippodrome building on the 
fair grounds denied him. As a result of 
the tactics of Kellogg's fool friends, Sen- 
ator La Follette has been insured a mon- 
strous gathering for his Friday night 
speech. 


Here Is The Reason: 


Kellogg's Record 


T 


HE Capital Times is presenting here- 
with a statement of Senator Kel- 


logg's record in the United States sen- 
ate. It is because Senator La Follette 
knows Senator Kellogg's record so well 
that the hysterical friends of the Minne: 
sota senator have sought to prevent La 
Follette from reaching the people of that 
state.

HE most compelling argument for 
• the defeat of Frank E. Kellogg on 
November .7 is his record as a 


member of the United States Senate. 


The kindest comment that can be made 


concerning Kellogg for the past six years 
is that he has served the Harvester 
Trust, the Steel Trust, the packers, and 
the railroads just as faithfully and ably 
and tirelessly in the Senate as he served 
them in the courts as their paid attorney 
for 20 years before his election in 1916. 


The Curamins-Esch Law 


Senator Kellogg is a member of the 


Senate committee on interstate com- 
merce which reported the Cummips-Esch 
law. 


The records of the committee show 


that he favored the "railroad security 
holders and executives" plan of railroad 
legislation, which was substantially em- 
bodied in the Cummins-Each law as orig- 
%ially framed and finally adopted. 


The records of the committee show 


that he opposed.-the efforts of • Senator 
La Follette and others to strike 'out the 
6 per cent .guaranty clauses and other 
provisions of the bill demanded by the 
railroads. 


The records of the committee show 


that he favored the anti-strike clause of 
the Cummins-Esch law. 


He voted to report the bill to the Sen- 


ate, when La Follette and others voted . 
"nay," and he spoke and voted for the 
bill on the floor of the Senate. 


Since the Cummins-Esch bill became 


the law March 1, 1920, Senator Kellogg 
has stood like a rock against any amend- 
ment of this statute. 


Taxation 


During the debate on the revenue bill 


in 1921 Senator Kellogg made a clean- 
cut record for reducing taxes on the 
wealthy and maintaining taxes' at ap- 
proximately their existing levels on the 
mass of the people. 


He voted against amendments to con- 


tinue in force the excess profits tax, thus 
helping to relieve those corporations 
which were making excessive profits of 
$450,000,000 annually. 


• On the first amendment offered to re- 
store the excess profits tax Kellogg vot- 
ed, October 24, 1921, against the tax. 


On October 28 and November 7 he ab- 


sented himself on the roll calls but was 
paired against the excess profits tax on 
both occasions. 


On November 5 and 7 Senator La Fol- 


lette made his fight for publicity of in- 
come tax returns, for an increase in in- 
heritance taxes, and for a plan to reach 
tax-exempt securities. 


Senator "Kellogg again absented him- 


self but was paired against each of the 
La Follette amendments. 


Newbcrfyism 


Senator Kellogg voted on 'every roll 


caH to sustain Truman H. Newberry, 
supporting the Spencer resolution to 
give Newberry his seat, and voting 
against the Norris resolution to unseat 
him. 


Agriculture 


Senator Keliogg stood consistently for 


the packers and against amendments of- 
fered by Senators Norris, Kenyon and 
other Progressive Republicans to insure 
stringent'regulation of the packers un- 
der the bill before the Senate in June, 
1921. 


On June 17 Kellogg voted against the 


Norris amendment proposing to suosti- 
tute a bill which would have been of gen- 
uine benefit to the farmers, the stock 
raisers, and the consuming public. ^ Kel- 
logg voted to retain in the bill provisions 
whfch had been practically indorsed by 
the "Els Five." 


Later on the same day Kellogg voted 


against the amendment offered by Ken- 
yon to authorize the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to compel the packers to make 
full and true reports of their profits, rev- 
enues, and costs. 


On the same day Kellogg voted against 


another amendment offered by Senator 
Kenyon giving the Secretary authority 
to investigate the offices, books, reports, 
slaughter houses, and stock yards prem- 
ises of the packers. 


Tariff 


On Sept. 20, 1922, Senator Kellogg 


voted for the Fordney-McCumber tariff 
bill, which is estimated will cost the peo- 
ple three billions of dollars annually in 
increased living costs. 


This is Kellogg's record on only a few 


of the outstanding measures which have 
come before the Senate during his term 
of office, but it is typical of his attitude 
toward all legislation. 


If the people of Minnesota approve of 


this record and wish it duplicated for six 
years more they should reelect Kellogg.

law will 


have upon Madison. His citing of cases which 
declared the law invalid aroused angry rebukes 
from 
Mr. .Bartholomew. 
While 
blustering 


around with much general language, he did not 
cite a single case which would uphold the valid- 
ity of the law. Bather he referred to Los An- 
gles, Calif., where 
Chinese launderies have 


been ordered out of certain districts. 


Anyone acquainted with conditions in Calif- 


ornia knows that Chinese and Japanese are re- 
garded as undesirable, and are not permitted 
to even own. property until they are citizens 
of the United States. 
With these facts in 


mind, the California case cannot be made the 
basis of a plea for the Madison law. 


The Iowa case cited was to bar oil filling sta- 


tions from certain "districts. 
We admit this is 


right but Madison does not need a zoning law 
to prevent filling station from being built on 
the capital square. 


We noticed that Mr. Bartholomew did not 


spend much time in discussing the Illinois de- 
cision which overthrew the Chicago Ordinance. 
Rather he attempted to discredit the results as 
due to the influences of political -bosses. 
But 


you know as I do that the courts are free from 
political influence, and we car.not accept this 
explaintion of that case. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. Bartholomew did not cite a single case 
which would show the citizens of Madison, that 
the proposed zoning law would be upheld by 
the courts, Mr. Bartholomew must be expected 
to defend his proposition with (better authori- 
ties if he expects it to have the respect of the 
citizens of Madison. 


I am glad to see that our aldermen were not 


influenced by Mr. Bartholomew's weak state- 
ments. We believe that if the proposed ordin- 
ance were put to a vote of the people, it would 
be overwhelmingly defeated. I hope that every 
taxpayer in the City of Madison will become 
acquainted with this proposed ordinance and 
advise his alderman how he stands on the prop- 
osition before voting upon it—Property Owner.

trol of Italy, the Fascist!, 
Benito Mussolini, its leader, 
has just been asked to form 


a cabinet to replace the one his forces forced 
to resign. 


When the Italian Socialists, of the revolu- 


tionary type, took forcible possession of great 
ractories and other business establishments in 
Milan, Turin and lesser Italian centers of in- 
dustry and trade, after the war, the govern- 
ment feared their violence and shrunk from the 
menace of red revolution, it did not venture to 
oppose them openly or attempt to crush their 
jower. 


Then the Fascist! came into being. . They are 


mostly veteran soldiers of the Italian army. 


They represent, first of all, the idea of national 
supremacy over red revolutionary and hostile 
bodies. They arc recruited 
chiefly from 
the 


middle classes, the bourgeoisie, as they say in 
France and some other countries of continental 
Europe. 
There are at least 800,000 of them 


now. 


Under strong leaders, notably Benito Mus- 


solini, a man of great force of character who 
was himself a revolutionary Socialist in youth, 
the Fascist! have met violence with violence, 
terrorism with terrorism, bloodshed with blood- 
shed, until they have completely broken the 
spirit and power of the revolutionary "reds." 
They have sacked Socialist halls and 
offices, 


wrested Socialist printing establishments, and 
slain many Socialists, anarchists and other red 
revolutionists. In the fierce fighting which has 
marked their rise to great strength and pres- 
tige they have been almost invariably, victor- 
ious.
